Indication 
was given 
Tuesday in 
Columbus that th** supreme court of 
Ohio may be on the point of recognis­ 
ing th** right of trial by jury for ;.il 
persons accused of offenses in Ohio. 
Under previous rulings th* fight of 
trial by jury has boon der led in c ases 
where only fines were imposed, altho 
many convicted persons unable to pay 
heavy fines have *lw»en compelled to sit 
in jail for long terms. 
The indication is to be found in a 
ease decided Tuesday in which Carl 
Decker, Preble county, won his liberty. 
He is charged with having violated the 
Crabbe act. He was fined £700 by the 
mayor of Camden alter the mayor re­ 
fused to permit his counsel to argue 
the case after the evidence was 
pre­ 
sented. 
D* eker is to receive a new 
trial. 
The opinion in the case was written 
by Judge Florence E. Allen, and was 
concurred 
in 
unanimously. 
High 
points of the ruling are: 
“The provisions of Article J, Section 
IO of the Ohio constitution, which al­ 
lows an accused person in any court, 
in any trial, to appear and defend in 
person and with counsel is applic able 
to misdemeanor trials arising under 
the Crab!** act for unlawful possession 
of intoxicating liquor. 
“Under Article I, Section IO, of the 
Ohio constitution, a defendant c harged 
with a misdemeanor has 
a constitu­ 
tional right to be heard thru counsel 
in argument after the evidence is con­ 
cluded.” 
The pertinent portion of Section IO, 
Article I, known as the “bill of right ’ 
which is construed by the court 
in 
this case, follows: 
“In nny trial in any court, the party 
accused shall be allowed to appear and 
defend in person and with counsel; to 
demand the' nature and cause 
of the 
# 
accusation against him, and to have a 
copy thereof; to meet the witness face 
to face and to have compulsory pro­ 
cess to procure the attendance of wit­ 
nesses in his behalf, and a speedy pub­ 
lic trial by an impartial jury of the* 
county in which the offense is alleged 
to have been committed. 
“ Hut the provision may be made by 
law for the taking of the depositions 
by the accused or by the state, to be? 
used for or against the accused, of any 
witness whose attendance cannot be 
had at the trial, always securing to 
the accused means and the opportuni­ 
ty to be present in person and wfith 
counsel at the taking of such deposi­ 
tion and to examine the witness face 
to face as fully and in the same man­ 
gier as if in court.” 
Inspection of the opinion 
of 
the 
court and comparison with the lan­ 
guage of the constitution of Ohio re­ 
veal that the portion of the constitu­ 
tion given effect Tuesday is found in 
the same sentence with the provision 
for the right of trial by jury. 
Under immemorial custom of the 
courts of Ohio, no comment is made 
'publicly by judges as to the ultimate 
effects of decisions which have been 
given, but attorneys who commented 
on the case believe that the court is 


only a step removed from granting 
to the people of Ohio all their liber­ 
ties under the bill of rights. 
One phase only 
was passed 
upon 
Tuesday, but 
other 
aspects 
of the 
g.avo questions affecting the liberty 
of every person in Ohio are certain to 
be raised. 
It was said to deny jury 
trial rights after the decision Tues­ 
day would involve serious inconsist­ 
ency upon the part of the highest tri­ 
bunal.

ColtimbU' that the su prem e cou rt of 
Ohio may be on the point of recogniz­ 
ing the right of trial by ju ry for all 
persons accu sed of offense, in Ohio. 
Under previou s ru lings th* right of 
trial by ju ry has been d m vd in cases 
where only fines were imposed, altho 
m any convicted persons u nable to pay 
heavy fines have "been compelled to sit 
in jail for long term s. 
The indication is to be fou nd in a 
case decided Tu esday in which Carl 
Decker, Preble cou nty, won his liberty. 
He is charged with having violated the 
Crabbe act. He was fined $7 00 by the 
m ayor of Camden after the m ayor re­ 
fu sed to perm it his cou nsel to argu e 
the case after the evidence was 
pre­ 
sented. 
Decker is to receive 
a new 
trial. 
The opinion in the case was w ritten 
by Ju dge Florence E. Allen, and was 
concu rred 
in 
u nanimou sly. 
High 
points of the ru ling are: 
“ The provisions of A rticle 1, Section 
10 of the Ohio constitu tion, which al­ 
lows an accu sed person in any cou rt, 
in any trial, to appear and defend in 
person and with cou nsel is applicable 
to misdemeanor trials arising u nder 
the Crabbe act for u nlawfu l possession 
of intoxicating liqu or. 
“ Under Article 1, Section 10, of the 
Ohio constitu tion, a defendant charged 
w ith a misdemeanor has 
a constitu ­ 
tional right to bo heard thru cou nsel 
in argu m ent after the evidence is con­ 
clu ded.“ 
The pertinent portion of Section 
10, 
A rticle 1, known as the “ bill of rights' 
which is 
constru ed by the cou rt 
in 
this case, follows: 
“ In any trial in any cou rt, the party 
accu sed shall be allowed to appear and 
defend in person and with cou nsel; to 
demand the natu re and cau se 
of the 
accu sation against him, and to have a 
copy thereof; to m eet the witness face 
to face and to have 
compu lsory pro­ 
cess to procu re the attendance of wit­ 
nesses in his behalf, and a speedy pu b­ 
lic trial by an im partial ju ry of the 
cou nty in which the offense is alleged 
to have been committed. 
“ Bu t the provision m ay be made by 
law for the taking of the depositions 
by the accu sed or by the state, to be 
u sed for or against the accu sed, of any 
witness whose attendance cannot be 
had at the trial, always secu ring to 
the accu sed means and the opportu ni­ 
ty to be present in person and with 
co unsel at the taking of su ch deposi­ 
tio n and to examine the witness face 
to face as fu lly and in the same m an­ 
n e r as if in cou rt." 
Inspectio n of the opinion 
of 
the 
co urt and comparison with the lan­ 
g uag e of the constitu tion of Ohio re­ 
v eal th at the portion of the constitu ­ 
tio n given effect Tu esday is fou nd in 
the same sentence with the provision 
fo r the rig ht o f trial by ju ry. 
U nder 
immemo rial cu stom 
of the 
co urts o f Ohio , no comment is made 
publicly by ju dges as to the u ltim ate 
effects of decisio ns which have been 
given, 
but atto rney s who commented 
on the case believe 
that the cou rt is 


only a step removed from granting 
to the people of Ohio 
all their liber­ 
ties u nder the bill of rights. 
One phase only 
was passed 
u pon 
Tu esday, bu t 
other 
aspects 
of the 
Kfcu v'e qu estions affecting the liberty 
of every person in Ohio are certain to 
be raised. 
It was said to deny ju ry 
trial rights after the decision Tu es­ 
day wou ld involve seriou s inconsist­ 
ency u pon the part of the highest tri­ 
bu nal.
